jf LBJ 's mag ic candy cane were a solution in South Met 
N a m . 
or any thing like a solution, today 's pacification problem wouldn’t 
ex ist. 
In fact, the g rowing obstacle« to our aid dollars marked the 
turning point. Uiat’s when we were plung ed Into the war President 
J ohnson inherited. 
Across a period of 15 y ears Presidents Truman, Eisenhower and 
Kennedy (and President J ohnson himself) all said prev iously all that 
Mr. J ohnson said at Honolulu. The Humphrey - 
Freeman tour is merely a retread — the ump­ 
teenth of its kind since 1950. 
We’re to forg et that the Truman and Elsen­ 
hower Administrations, beg inning In 1950, sent $702 
million to South Viet Nam? Didn’t President Ken 
nedv announce his choice of Ambassador Henry 
Cabot Lodg e as part of this economic emphasis? 
And how about President J ohnson's Viet Nam plan 
featured in his own appeal for 1964 foreig n aid 
funds? 
IAYU1I 
Yet in 1964 the Viet Cong , leav ing the v illag es In flames, snatch­ 
ing the screaming women, murdering the children and caning up 
the men with their kniv es, killed or kidnapped or wounded 13,470 
may ors, welfare helpers and loy al community leaders. 
Althoug h there’s now an increase in direct eng ag ements ag ainst 
org anized Red forces, the war Is still foug ht In a g uerrilla env iron­ 
ment and with g uerrilla methods. 
The Viet Cong streng th and powerful neutralization of cur dollar 
aid beg an 10 y ears ag o and more when they built their present hid­ 
den camps and made their J ung le tunnels, marked the trees for 
escape routes and stored nearly Incredible quantities of supplies. 
We’re equipping our troops with a new ny lon duck and silicone- 
treated leather boot at $60 a pair. It’s fitted with a steel innersole 
ag ainst bamboo silv ers and has drainholes to let out water. The 


con d itio n ed g uerrillas meet our equipment with their bare feet. 
That’s the way these marauders alway s liv ed there. 
We still see them concoct pills from plants, steel and aluminum 
surg icil Instruments from planes shot down, cultiv ate anti-smallpox 
v accine on water-buffalo, anti-cholera v accine on the stomachs of 
hog s. Instead of scarce g ly cerine they dilute these shots with honey 
from the bees. 
The g uerrillas know all that Is happening while our counter- 
force mov es in a constant fog . The first and hardest task is to lift 
that fog , for It beg ins with the fear of the population. Our enemy 
holds the initiativ e. We fig ht where, how and when the g uerrilla 
chooses. Thus the whole country Is the battlefield and pacification 
is prerequirite to any meaning ful economic lures, as in the past. 
This bring s us to 19*1. 
On the day President Kennedy was inaug urated only 77 U.S. 
military men were in South Viet Nam and all were serv ing only as 
adv isers. The Pentag on confirms this. Our aid crews, in contrast, 
were ev ery where. 
The Bay of Pig s debacle occurred April 18 , 19 6 1. President Ken­ 
nedy met with Sov iet Premier Khrushchev In Vienna shortly there­ 
after. Reliable J ames Reston of TV New York Times reports: 
“ A few minutes after tills meeting President Kennedy told me 
he thoug ht he understood why Khrushchev took a bully ing position. 
The President said — looking back on the Bay of Pig s fiasco — that 
Khrushchev had decided that ‘any body stupid enoug h to g et inv olv ed 
In that situation wns immature and any body who didn’t see it 
throug h was timid, therefore, could be bullied.’ ” 
Reston say s President Kennedy then put 12.000 men in Viet Nam 
because he wanted to prov e a diplomatic point, not a military ' point, 
and that there was a big battle about his decision among Mr. Ken­ 
nedy ’s adv isers. 
Reston states that one warned: “ Don’t g o down that track be­ 
cause once y ou start with 12,000 men it may take 300.000.’’ And he 
quotes a State Department opposition to President Kennedy ’s de­ 
cision because in these circumstances “ y ou don’t know what is 
g oing to happen when y ou commit y ourself that much.” 
In Reston’s v iew this Is when President Kennedy beg an to g et 
off the track and into the situation President J ohnson inherited. 
There is more div ersion than substance in the Honolulu candy 
cane and the Humphrey -Freeman tour.

Writing in Moskov sky Komso- 
rnolets, a newsp ap er for y ou ng 
Commu nists, Abel said that he 
destroy ed a decoder and a record­ 
ed radio message by flu shing 
them down the toilet after he 
was p icked u p by the FBI. He 
claimed also to hav e disp osed of 
a tiny p iece of film concealed in 
his tie clasp . 
“The facts of the case sp eak 
for themselv es,” an FBI sp okes­ 
man said. “Abel was discov ered, 
identified, ap p rehended, conv icted 
and sentenced to 30 y ears imp ris­ 
onment following a massiv e FBI 
inv estigation.” 
FBI officials term u nderstand­ 
able Abel’s attemp t to embarrass 
his cap tors. Noting that no p ro­ 
fessional sp y wants to admit er­ 
ror, they su rmise that Abel is 
“attemp ting to v indicate himself 
in the ey es of his Commu nist su

We hav e long su sp ected that the 
daily rhy thms of ou r bodies were 
controlled ' in 
some 
my steriou s 
way . Some diseases hav e their 
onset more frequ ently at certain 
hou rs. For ex amp le, attacks of 
asthma are more frequ ent and 
more sev ere at night. 
Fu rthermore, some dru gs are 
more effectiv e when taken at cer­ 
tain times of the day . The effect 
of one antihistamine, when giv en 
at 7 a m. may p ersist for 
14 hou rs 
whereas the same dose, giv en at 
7 p .m., is effectiv e for only abou t 
six hou rs. It has also been shown 
that p ersons who work at night 
are 
more 
accident-p rone 
than 
those who work in the day time. 
A German scientist believ es he 
has discov ered the underly ing 
mechanism of our biolog ic clock 
or time sense in the ribonucleic 
acid fou nd in all body cells. By 
stu dy ing a sing le nerv e cell kept 
aliv e ou tside the body it was 
shown that its electric potential 
v aries in a definite pattern as 
each day prog resses. 
By ex posing such a cell to 
artificial 
lig ht 
and periods of 
darkness erf 1* hours each, then 
slowly chang ing the schedule un­ 
til the hours of nig ht and day 
were rev ersed, the time of max i­ 
mum and minimum electric po­ 
tential were shifted to adapt to 
the new time. 
These finding s ex p lain why ou r 
efficiency is greatest during the 
day and why , after a trip in a 
jet-propelled plane that crosses 
sev eral time zones in a few hours, 
y ou may suffer from what has 
been called the time zone sy n­ 
drome or jet lag . This sy ndrome 
is characterized by fatig ue, de­ 
creased appetite and lessened ef-1 


ficiency . 
If y ou trav el from east to west 
(with the su n) for a distance of 
abou t 3.000 miles it takes abou t 
two day s for y ou r body to re­ 
adju st. If, on the other hand, 
y ou trav el the same distance at 
the same sp eed against the su n 
it u su ally takes three or fou r 
day s to readju st. The greatest 
effect is seen in p ersons who 
hav e to make su ch trip s frequ ent­ 
ly . 
Q—Will birth control p ills cau se 
cancer of the breast? 
A—No, but their u se is not 
recommended in women who al­ 
ready hav e cancer of the breast 
or any kind of u terine tu mor, 
inclu ding fibroids. Prolonged u se 
of these p ills may cau se an in­ 
crease in the blood su gar lev el. 
These are some of the reasons 
why they shou ld be taken only 
u nder medical su p erv ision. 
Q-—What harm is cau sed bv p ills 
to cu rb y ou r ap p etite? What do 
su ch p ills contain. 
A—The more widely u sed ap p e­ 
tite su p p ressants are the amp he­ 
tamines — Benzedrine, Dex edrine 
and Methedrine are ex amp les. 
How they act is not clearly u nder­ 
stood. Taking them may p rodu ce 
su ch u ndesirable side effects as 
restlessness, 
insomnia, 
nerv ou s 
irritability and nau sea. Fu rther­ 
more, 
they 
are 
habit-forming. 
Since an ov erdose may cau se 
chills and fainting they shou ld be 
u sed only u nder medical su p er­ 
v ision. 
Thy roid ex tract is also u sed for 
this p u rp ose bu t 
It is not recom­ 
mended becau se, u nless the dose 
i> carefu lly adju sted to y our in­ 
div idu al needs, it will cau se rap id 
or irregu lar heart action, p alp ita­ 
tion. tremors, nerv ou s tension, 
headache and other side effects.

56 YEARS AGO 
At the meeting of the city cou n­ 
cil this morning a p etition was 
p resented to the cou ncil creating 
a board of ex aminers of p lu mb­ 
ing and a p lu mbing insp ector. The 
ordinance cov ered ov er a dozen 
ty p ewritten p ages. According to 
the p etition a p lu mbing insp ector 
cou ld in the p erformance of his 
du ties enter in the day time any 
bu ilding or p remise in the city . 
It wou ld be the du ty of p rop erty 
owners desiring to introdu ce wat­ 
er or sewer p ip e from cu rbing to 
bu ildings to get a p ermit from the 
insp ector for each op ening. The 
insp ector wou ld collect $1 from 
each ap p licant for the first fix ­ 
tu re and 50 cents for each addi­ 
tional v entilation or waste p ip e. 
Any p erson who shall carry on 
the work of p lu mbing withou t hav ­ 
ing a p ermit shall be fined not 
less than $5 nor more than $50.

periors by falsa, boastful state­ 
ments.” 
As a matter of fact, Abel did 
attempt to destroy ev idence at 
the time of his capture. An FBI 
official familiar with the case re­ 
pents that: 
“ Abel made attempts to dis­ 
pose of incriminating ev idence in 
a wastebasket in his hotel room, 
but was thwarted when our ag ents 
discov ered in this basket Abel’s 
cipher pad concealed in a wooden 
block and 18 frames of microfilm 
concealed in a hollowed-out wood­ 
en pencil. The microfilm con­ 
tained Abel’s radio schedule for 
picking up short-wav e coded mes­ 
sag es from Moscow.” 
Among the ev idence seized by 
the FBI — ev idence that later 
help ed conv ict the master sp y — 
were shortwav e radios, cip her 
p ads, cameras and film for p ro­ 
du cing micro-dots, a hollow shav ­ 
ing bru sh, cu ff links and nu mer­ 
ou s other “trick” containers. 
Abel mig ht nev er hav e been ap­ 
prehended but for a Brookly n 
newsboy who found a hollowed- 
out nickel on J une 22, 1953. The 
boy turned the coin ov er to the 
FBI, who discov ered inside the 
coin a piece of microfilm contain­ 
ing a coded messag e. 
In Washing ton, ex perts attempt­ 
ed without success to decipher the 
microg raph. In addition, the kind 
of ty pewriter used in preparing 
the coded messag e could not be 
identified. Since the FBI labora­ 
tory maintains a reference file 
concerning ev ery sort of ty pe­ 
writer manufactured in the United 
States, a foreig n-made ty pewriter 
was known to be inv olv ed. 
From 1953 to 19 57, continuing 
efforts were made to solv e the 
my stery of the hollow coin. Sev ­ 
eral former intellig ence ag ents 
who had defected to the free 
world from Communist-Moc na­ 
tions were contacted, but they 
could shed no lig ht on the case. 
An FBI official who worked on the 
case recalls: 
“ In the intelligence and coun­ 
ter-intelligence field, patience is 
more than a v irtu e. It is an ab­ 
solu te necessity . Months of de­ 


termined probing by the FBI’s 
scientists and inv estig ativ e staff 
had led merely to one blind alley 
after another. Yet, the relentless 
quest to identify the person wRb 
had broug ht the hollow nickel to 
New York, as well as the person 
for whom the coded messag e wet 
intended, continued.” 
Then, in May , 1957, there was 
the first break in the case of the 
hollow nickel. A lieutenant colonel 
in the Sov iet State Security Serv ­ 
ice (KGB), Reino Hay hanen, de­ 
fected to the West in Paris. 


Hay hanen. a top Sov iet spy , had 
been stationed 
in the United 
States from 1952 throug h 1956. He 
had taken his orders from a man 
he knew only as “ Mark,” a quiet, 
thin-lipped man in his early 50’* 
interested in photog raphy . 
Armed only with this descrip­ 
tion, FBI ag ents fanned out across 
the United States. Within months 
they had located “ Mark,” a pho­ 
tog rapher who went by the name 
Emil R. Goldfus. Mark, alias 
Goldfus, was nabbed in New 
York’s Hotel Latham on J une 21, 
1957. Arrested by the Immig ra­ 
tion and Naturalization Serv ice as 
an illeg al alien, Mark would say 
nothing . 
FBI Inv estig ation traced the 
hollow nickel to Mark, who final­ 
ly admitted that he was Rudolph 
Abel, a Russian citizen. Abel was 
tried in Federal Court at New 
York City in October. 1957, found 
g uilty on three counts of espio­ 
nag e, and sentenced to 90 y ears 
in prison. The Supreme Court up 
held the v erdict in March, I9 6 0. 
Two y ears later, in February , 
1962, Abel was ex chang ed for the 
captured U-2 pilot, Francis Gary 
Powers. He kept hisjulence until 
last week, when the Sov iet press 
carried his fanciful account of a 
bumbling FBI. 
An FBI official notes that So­ 
v iet propag anda machine« will 
fabricate any « tory to smear the 
FBI and destroy its effectiv eness. 
The Communist press, he said, 
has recently published stories of 
ex posed Red spies in other coun­ 
tries and eulog ized them as So­ 
v iet heroes.

locate a branch of Northern Illi­ 
nois University in this area. This 
attempt also failed, but in its 
failure and in the failure of the 
1959 effort the need of a two- 
year college in this area began 
to tak e hold.

Bright Lights 
In the heart of the City, the 
bright lights alon g Galen a Aven ue 
sign al a great improvemen t that 
was helped alon g by the d esign 
efforts of Ken Flatt an d Bill 
Kramer. These in d ivid uals often 
en list the aid of Ken Bishop in 
d evelopin g plan s for streets an d

Not as easily seen by the casual 
taxpayer, but probably as im­ 
portan t to the growth of a city 
as an y other en gin eerin g project, 
are the sewer an d water systems.

the en gin eerin g Staff 
claims loyalty to eight colleges 
an d un iversities, with the Big 
Ten Un iversities pred omin atin g. 
This quick look at the activities 
of a con sultin g en gin eerin g office 
an d its con tribution to the growth 
an d d evelopmen t of Dixon , is part 
of the an n ual observan ce of En ­ 
gin eers’ Week.
